The  legislative  record  since  our  la^l  is 
without  general  interest.  Nearly  the  wliole 
time  of  the  two  hou.ses  has  hcen  taken  uji 
with  political  speeches,  principally  in  relcr- 
ence  to  election  quarrels.  Tliere  is  no 
doubt  but  what  there  was  nuich  govern- 
ment interference  during  the  last  elections, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  record  that  there  were 
several  disgraceful  conflicts;  but  wc  do  not 
see  that  these  political  discussions  will  help 
the  matter  much.  The  Arreclundo  aliair 
has  been  the  subject  of  considerable  debate 
in  the  Senate,  but  withont  eliciting  anything 
of  importance  except  a  highly  absurd  speech 
Irom  the  minister  of  war  who  spoke  of 
Arredondo  and  ids  foUowerr^  as  "aiitlacious 
invaders''  of  Brazilian  soil.  We  arc  glad  to 
note  that  provincial  matters  are  likely  to 
receive  considerable  attention  this  se.ssion. 
the  liberals  liayjngi- already  brought  the 
^^^ufStienrTSTenlarged  administrative  pn\vi.'i-s, 
or  federation,  to  the  front  early  in  the 
session.  The  question  is  an  important  one. 
both  politically  and  economicallv,  ami  it 
should  receive  immediate  attention.  The 
present  system  is  about  as  inefiicient  and 
expensive  as  It  can  be,  and  there  is  urgent 
need,  therefore,  tliat  a  iliorough  reform 
should  be  carried  into  effect.  In  tlic 
Chamber  some  of  the  department  budgets 
have  been  advanced,  and  Deputy  Siciueira, 
the  man  whose  childish  complaint  ovcnlirew 
the  Dantas  ministry,  has  been  unseated. 


The  minister  of  finance,  as  foreshadowed 
in  his  annua!  report,  has  appointed  an  of- 
ficial commission  for  preparing  a  revision  of 
the  tarifl'now  in  (orce,  the  consideration  of 
which  will  occasion  less  discussion  than  an 
attempt  to  adopt  the  schedule  presented  last 
year  bv  the  commission  of  inquiry.  As 
outlined  in  the  ministerial  report  (see  p.  50} 
this  new  revision  will  be  chiefly  instru- 
mental in  adding  somewliat  to  the  tariff, 
placing  new  articles  on  the  list,  increasing 
the  rate  charged  on  other.-;,  harmonizing 
other  rates  to  suit  the  changed  prices,  and 
reducing  such  others  as  atTect  products  nec- 
essary for  the  development  of  national  in- 
dustries. That  this  revision  is  designed  to 
largely  increase  the  customs  taxes  is  sliown 
by  the  minister's  budget  estimates  for  1887- 
"88,  in  which  he  calculates  that  the  probable 
deficit  will  be  covered  "by  the  increase  of 
revenue,  which  I  expect,  ist,  from  the 
revision  of  the  provisional  customs  tariff, 
which  I  con.sider  will  produce  4,000,000$: 
2nd,  from  the  revision  of  the  stamp  tax, 
which    I    estimate   at  zoo, 00$  :    3rd,    from 


the  impost  upon  national  manufactories 
of  alcoholic  drinks,  if  you  deem  it  best  to 
authorize  its  collection."  This  increase  of 
4,000,000$  on  the  customs  revenue  will  of 
course  be  derived  from  imports,  as  it  is  a 
pretty  well  established  fact  that  no  further 
addition  will  be  made  on  the  export  duties. 
The  revenue  h'om  imports  in  1884-85  (p.  12) 
was  63,400,000$  and  the  estimates  for  the 
current  year  are  for  67,700,000$,  which  will 
not  be  realized.  From  present  indications 
it  is  doubtful  whether  t!ie  revenue  from 
imports  this  year  will  much  exceed  that  of 
last  year,  but  even  allowing  65,000,000$  for 
the  aggregate  product  it  will  be  seen  that 
this  increase  of  4,000,000$  means  nothing 
less  than  an  increase  of  a  little  over  6  per 
cent,  in  the  duties  imposed.  Assume  that 
the  recently  imposed  5  per  cent  surtax  is 
levied  only  on  schedule  taxation — and  there 
are  many  who  insist  that  it  is  to  he  levied 
on  the  preceding  surtaxes  also— and  it 
represents  an  addition  of  3  per  cent,  to  the 
regular  tax.  We  have,  therefore,  a  pro- 
mulgated and  threatened  addition  of  nearly 
10  per  cent,  on  import  taxes,  excepting 
perhaps  upon  those  favored  articles  deemed 
necessary  to  home  manufactures.  Under 
exIsUng  conditions  we  do  not  see  how  this 
is  tci  be  borne.  Of  course,  if  the  taxes  are 
le\-ied  they  will  be  collected,  cost  what  it 
nia\-;  but  tlie  result  can  not  be  otherwise 
than  a  hirther  diminution  in  consumption, 
witli  a  consequent  loss  of  revenue.  For  a 
people  whose  average  earnings  are  small,  the 
present  taxes  on  imports  (Inciuding  many 
necessaries  of  life)  are  very  heavy.  An  in- 
crease of  taxation  implies  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  ability  of  business  and  in- 
dustry to  meet  it,  and  It  is  just  here  that  an 
official  inquiry  Is  neeiletl.  It  is  easy  enough 
for  a  minister  to  add  6  per  cent  to  existing 
import  iLixes,  but  it  may  be  far  from  easy 
lor    [iiL-  [leople  to  pay  it. 


TiiK  telegram  of  the  iitli  Irom  Paris, 
-Stating  that  the  new  French  loan  had  been 
eo\'ercd  hcciity-onc  limes,  ought  to  furnish  a 
little  food  \\-'>\  rellcction  lu  those  gentlemen 
who  have  been  so  busily  maiiufictufing  com- 
pliments for  lirLi/.il  ovtT  tlie  succL-ss  of  the 
last  two  Inaiis.  It  is  an  o|icn  secret  that 
the  fiiKUices  of  I'Vance  are  in  an  extremely 
had  condition.  Accorthng  to  I^eroy-Beau- 
licii  the  official  floating  debt  of  that  country 
amounts  to  about  seventeen  hundred  mil- 
lions of  francs,  while  the  new  loan  is  for 
less  than  fifteen  hundred  millions,  of  which 
onl}-  a  itiousaiul  millions  are  destined  for 
finuliu,:;'  pur|jn-.i;s.  At  the  same  lime  there 
is  no  ajip.trciu  reduction  in  exjicnditures, 
;tiid  no  manifested  purpose  to  infuse  order 
iiiln  llie  reckless  adniinisir.niini  of  the 
national  finances.  Knormous  sums  are 
v(jied  foT  military  and  navjl  jnirposes  with- 
out a  single  thought,  apjiarently,  of  where 
the  money  is  tf)  come  from,  and  the  city  of 
Paris  is  authorized  to  borrow  twu  hundred 
and  lift}'  millions  for  unnecessary  public 
imjirovements.  And  \et.  nntwithstandlng 
all  these  couditiuin,  and  notwithstanding 
the  alarming  bulk  to  wliich  [he  national 
debt  has  grown,  the  ]ieui;le  rush  in  and 
cover  a  new  Uian  twenty-one  times  over  ! 
Now,  does  tills  occurrence  prove  that  the 
finances  of  France  are  in  a  good  and  safe 
condition,  and  that  the  critics— including 
Leroy-Beaulicu  liimself  --are  all  wrong  t 
It  proves,  of  C'.iinse,  that  the  public  still 
has  confidence  in  tlie  country,  just  as  the 
success  of  the  Brazilian  loans  prove  a  similar 
sentiment  toward  this  country;  but  is  tins 
conildence  to  be  accepted  as  the  final  judge 
in  the  matter  .-'  A  cold,  dispassionate  review 
of  French  affairs  demonstrates  that  the 
finances  of  tiiat  country  are  in  a  very  con- 
fused and  critical  condition;  but  the  people 
are  not  critics,  nor  can  they  comprehend 
the  figures  and  conclusions  of  the  econ- 
onii>is.      The   science  of  finance   is  an  un- 


known country  to  them,  and  they  know  as 
litde  abont  a  national  balance  sheet  as 
about  Greek.     Even  the  majority  of  French 

legislators  seem  to  be  totally  Ignorant  of  the 
first  principles  of  finance.  And  yet,  the 
French  people  do  know  that  the  interest  on 
the  public  debt  has  been  paid  promptly, 
and  they  do  know  that  France  has  gallantly 
weathered  many  a  great  crisis;  so  they  shut 
their  eyes  to  the  dangers  before  them  and 
keeps  their  confidence  fresh  and  unimpaired. 
The  parallel  between  France  and  Brazil  is 
not  a  close  one  in  all  respects,  lor  the  latter 
has  never  exhibited  anything  of  that  remark- 
able recuperative  power  which  has  always 
distinguished  the  former.  But  the  public 
wliich  reads  little  and  analyzes  not  at  all, 
still  believes  that  the  credit  of  this  country 
is  absolutely  secure  from  all  danger.  And 
that  accounts  for  the  confidence  manifested, 
and  the  readiness  to  invest  money  In  state 
obligations  at  5%,  instead  of  investing  it 
in  private  enterprises  where  the  profits 
might  easily  be  made  twice  as  great. 


Tke  stagnation  in  the  cofTee  market 
seems  to  be  generally  attributed  to  the 
firmness  of  the  iactors,  who  are  basing 
their  pretensions  on  tiie  small  average 
of  receipts,  and  upon  a  supposition  that 
exporters  will  shortly  be  forced  into  the 
market  by  the  nccessitvof  replenishing  their 
stocks.  Moreover,  holders  claim  that  the 
new  crop  will  not  be  early  marketed,  as 
has  been  generally  reported,  and  that  con- 
suining  markets  are  showing  more  anima- 
tion, if  not  more  strength.  Against  these 
arguments  exporters  say  that  receipts  are 
now  more  likely  to  increase  than  decrea.se, 
that  stocks  In  consuming  markets  are  amply 
sufficient  to  meet  current  demands,  that  the 
dull  season  abroad  and  the  new  crop  here 
are  al  hand,  and  that  no  assumption  is  pos- 
sible that  coffee  is  worth  as  much  at  22^/ 
exchange,  as  it  was  al  17}^//.  The  market 
is  said  to  t)e  firm  for  such  grades  as  are 
required  for  tlie  United  States  markets, 
which  dealers  will  not  dispose  eif  alone,  hut 
onlv  in  connection  with  the  better  gratles 
for  which  the  demand  is  small,  and  business 
is  also  restricted  bv  this  action.  The  coffee 
market  Is  of  so  great  influence  011  all 
business  here,  that  the  stcjppage  id  ti'ansac- 
tlonsis  of  paramount  interest  and  an  enquiry 
into  tiie  state  of  the  market  is  not  inoppor- 
tune. Both  hokiers  and  exporters  have  a 
certain  amount  of  justice  in  their  claims. 
Receipts  are  small  and  shipments  have 
been  moderate  ;  the  crop  is  not  likely  to  be 
an  early  one  anil  exporters  will  probably 
need  cofTee  within  a  short  time.  But  ex- 
porters with  justice  reply  that  if  recei]>ts  are 
small,  new  coffees  are  appearing  and  receipts 
will  increase,  that  consumers  do  not  care 
to  liold  old  crop  colTees  on  the  eve  of  the 
new  crop,  that  the  refutation  of  tlie  report 
that  the  new  crop  is  not  early  comes  too  late 
to  avail  holders,  that  stocks  abroad  suffice, and 
finally  the  advance  in  excliange.  Whicli 
are  the  better  arguments  remains  at  the 
choice  of  the  interested.  I'or  (uir  own 
part,  exporter.s  seem  to  have  tlie  best  of  it, 
Coffee,  like  tea,  has  only  one  pur[)ose. 
it  must  be  drunk;  and  previous  to  think- 
ing It  must  pass  through  certain  processes, 
without  which  it  is  valueless.  Roasted  and 
ground  it  appears  as  a  necessary  article  on 
the  tables  of  nearly  all  the  world.  But  raw 
and  in  stock  at  factors*  stores  it  seems  to  us 
that  purchasers  and  not  holders  are  to  (Ix  its 
value.  Our  dealers  and  factors  do  not  seem. 
moreover,  to  thoroughly  comprehend  the 
great  fact  that  the  whole  world  has  become 
a  kinci  of  entrepot,  and  that  consumers 
will  buy  in  the  cheajiest  markets.  If 
Havre  can  undersell  Rio  or  Santos,  the 
business  will  go  to  hlavrc.  If  a  certainty  is 
felt  by  a  Chicago  dealer  that  he  can  at  any 
time  supply  himself,  he  will  only  buy  for 
Ills  immediate   wants.      Dealers  and  factors 


here  must  become  persuaded  that  business 
in  coflee  is  dally  becoming  more  and  more 
nf  a  hand  to  mouth  character.  Cunsum- 
t:rs  will  not  carry  stocks,  if  they  can  force 
this  upon  producers,  and  our  market  is 
working  for  the  consumer  in  keeping  prices 
at  a  range  that  prevents  exporters  from 
relieving  it  of  its  load.  A  factor  moreover 
has  litde  right  to  speculate  for  his  con- 
stituent; his  duty  is  to  meet  the  market, 
whatever  that  may  be,  and  holding  back 
increases  his  moral,  11  not  his  financial, 
responsibility.  If  the  market  advances, 
well  and  good  ;  but  if  It  declines,  who  is 
to  pay  for  the  mistake  ?  Utterly  impartial  In 
the  quesfion,  it  still  seems  to  us  that  at 
present  holders  are  very  unwise  to  resist 
a  decline  that  is  based  on  such  very  good 
reasons  as  an  Important  advance  in  ex- 
change, even  if  they  disregard  the  approach 
of  the  new  crop  and  the  almost  certain 
quietness  in  consuming  markets  during  the 
gummer  months.  Prices  are  some  200- 
300  reis  per  arroba  above  exporters'  views 
now;  what  is  to  rule  at  this  time  next 
month  is  a  serious  (piesiion  fur  holders 
to  study. 


In  liiscussing  the  circulating  medium, 
and  alter  stating  such  truisms  as  that  paper 
money  is  a  temporary  resource  and  is  dif- 
ficult to  exjiell  from  the  economic  organi/,.i- 
doii  of  a  country  when  (uice  established 
therein,  the  minister  nf  linance  proceeds  in 
explain  tliat  the  \aliie  of  a  paper  currenc\' 
depends  \\\)nw  die  quantity  in  circuhitiun. 
and  di.it  lo  an  excess  is  due  the  fict  that  a 
20$  Hole  will  not  puichase  as  mucii  gold  al 
22^/ exchange  as  il  will  when  this  is  at  fid. 
Very  correctly  does  the  minister  refine  the 
pernicious  idea  iliat  a  country  can  grow  up  to 
an  excessive  paper  circulation,  for,  as  is  a 
well  known  fact,  such  excess  merely  causes 
a  need  for  just  as  iniicli  more  currency  for 
the  uses  of  commerce  as  is  the  proportion 
0!  excess  ;  or  in  other  words  commodities 
increase  in  price  and  more  currency  is 
reipiisite  to  handle  tliem.  If  it  be  grauletl 
there  is  an  excess,  as  we  have  aireatly  point- 
eii  out,  only  by  withdrawing  it  faun  cir- 
culation can  the  value  of  die  balance  be 
increased,  Tlie  question  then  is  :^Is 
there  an  excess.'  And  this  is  one  by  no 
means  generally  conceded  in  coinmcrciid 
circles.  With  an  e.xceedlugly  delective 
banking  system  as  regards  domestic  ex- 
change operations,  Brazil  must  neetl  a 
larger  ju'iiportion  y.i'i  currency  per  head, 
than  such  coiintiies  as  have  rethiced  the 
business  of  exchanges  in  the  lowest  neces- 
sity for  currency  in  transactions.  We 
therefore  ihink  the  minister's  idea  Ki'i  widi- 
drawal  is  likely  to  meet  with  opposition, 
unless  it  be,  Indeed,  accompanied  by  some 
project  to  substitute  government  notes  by 
some  equally  acceptable,  if  not  better  cur- 
rency. The  miinster  estimates  that  onl\' 
some  5,000,000$  per  annum  should  be  with- 
drawn and  that  for  this  purpose  a  special 
revenue  should  be  created,  rather  than  re- 
deem by  means  of  interest  paying  debt 

a  forecast  of  some  addition  to  direct,  or 
indirect,  taxes.  The  minimum  currency 
needed  is  the  difficulty,  as  the  minister 
jioints  out,  and  he  states  that  Creat  Britain 
and  Germany  had  discovered  this  minimum 
and  that  any  excess  in  these  countries  must 
be  represented  tiy  bullion.  It  is  perfectly 
true  that  the  Bank  ol  Fngland  may  in  nor- 
mal limes  issue  only  ^15,000,000  against 
certain  evidences  of  debt,  and  must  holii 
bullion  for  the  balance,  but  If  the  minister 
of  finance  proposes  to  withdraw  currency 
until  Brazil  is  as  thoroughly  provided  with 
banks  as  (ireat  Britain,  we  are  likely  to 
see  Some  very  severe  convulsions  in 
trade,  pending  the  determination  of  what 
our  minimum  is  to  l)e.  Althougli  far 
Irom  impossible  of  success,  it  wems  to 
us    such   an    experiment    would  too  closely 
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afTect  certain  interests  to  be  acceptalile-to 
cummercc  in  general,  When  the  minister 
.roes  on  to  say,  liowever,  llial  wlien  tlic  cur- 
rency lias  reached  a  good  and  sare  position, 
the  right  of  emission  should  he  granted  to 
some  great  central  institution  modelled 
upon  tiie  Banks  of  Kiigland,  (Jerniany  and 
France,  we  can  not  but  consider  this  idea 
10  be  exceedingly  dangerous  in  a  new  and 
undeveloped  country  such  as  Brazil,  for 
very  apparent  reasons.  Economically,  be- 
cause if  there  is  to  be  an  issue  of  paper 
money  based  on  evidences  of  debt,  the 
people  generally  should  participate  in  such 
TirofUs  as  may  accrue  from  increased  bank- 
ing facilities,  and  diis  is  only  obtainable  by 
-.1  free  banking  law.  '('hat  the  shareholders 
of  one  Institution  should  monopolise  die 
protits  offuinisliing  the  currency  of  a  coun- 
nv,  is  injusl  to  the  extreme.  The  liank  of 
England,  it  Is  true,  makes  l}ul  an  insigni- 
licant  profit  on  its  note  circulation,  but  this 
may  fairly  be  attributed  to  the  very  con- 
servative manner  in  which  its  Issue  depari- 
ment  Is  conducted— no  note  being  issued  a 
second  time— and  this  seems  neither  neces- 
sary, nor  advisable  in  any  proposed  new 
L'suibllsiiment,  Besides  {he  earning  of  ni- 
ls liivcstmciiis  and  upon  the  use 
ciK-y,  a  liLink  may  safely  count 
;rtain  prufil  nu  notes  never  pre- 
I'nlilically  would 
-real  danger.      !l 
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manipulations,  nor  in  any  one  year,  but  only 
through  severe  retrenchment  In  expenditure 
extending  through  a  series  of  years.  Min- 
cster  Eelisario  appears  to  believe,  however, 
that  this  difficuH  task  can  be  overcome  in 
one  year,  and  to  accomplish  the  task  he 
proceeds  to  write  i{/>  the  receipts  and  write 
liow/i  the  expenditures.  Tlie  experience  of 
a  half  century  in  Brazilian  ailairs  ought  to 
sliow  the  minister  that  this  process  is  hope- 
lessly futile.  It  is  very  much  as  though  the 
book-keeper  of  a  business  establishment 
were  to  determine  its  receipts  and  expend- 
itures from  his  desk  and  books,  instead  of 
the  manager  outside  who  has  all  the  details 
of  administration  well  in  hand,  and  has  the 
power  to  extend  ur  restrict  transactions  in 
accordance  with  his  judgment  and  ex- 
perience. In  reality  the  (inance  minister's 
budget  is  simply  a  book-keeper's  presenta- 
tion of  estimates — and  a  very  poor  present- 
ation at  that,  because  they  are  based  on  tlie 
very  imperfect  returns  of  two  years  ago,  and 
are  intended  for  execution  two  years  hence. 
Huw  imperfect  these  estimates  have  been 
ma\'  l)e  seen  from  the  wide  differences  be- 
tween the  estimated  and  actual  receipts  of 
die  Treasury.  For  the  year  !8S4-S5  the 
receipts  were  estimated  to  produce  133,- 
O4y,400$ooo  but  in  reality  tliey  pro- 
duce only  1 18,764, 524$ooo;  and  even  these 
;irc  not  conclusive  for  they  lack  certain 
returns    from    Pani  am. 
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llie  l-.mpire  ami 
be  resisted  by  ll 
Lunsutute  an  /////' 
a  mnsl  pemicjni 
lh;il  miglu.  we  do  i^U  say  il  w.)uld.  sway 
lalilnets  as  readily  as  the  petulance  nf  some 
lei,'isiaiurs  has  proved  is  piacticable  here. 
Let  ihe  minister  study  well  the  financial  sys- 
tems and  examine  into  the  practical  work- 
ing of  bunking  in  such  countries  as  arc  less 
thoroughly  provided  with  b.uiks  iliaii  Kni;- 
huid,  Germany  and  j'rance  and  iie  will,  by 
imitaiintj  what  has  been  ]>rove(i  tiselul.  auvi 
avoiding  llnil  pruvcd  to  Ik-  d,uigeiuus.  d^i 
mure  fur  the  I'.mime  ihan  by  proposing  a 
great  central  institution.  W'r  hardly  expect 
tosee  the  legislature  grant  even  the  small  am- 
ount proposed  ior  redemption,  but  it  it  does 
meet  the  minister's  views,  there  will  be 
ample  time  for  studying  the  banking  legl.s-

The  above  remarks  are  in  general  so 
pcrlectly  in  accordance  with  what  we  have 
written  iIku  we  can  have  only  pleasure  in 
translating  them. 

While  it  Is  quite  true  iiowever  that  coflee 
vessels  carrying  cargoes  hence  to  New 
Orleans  do  not  find  cargoes  to  bring  back 
to  Brazil,  diere  is  generally  no  lack  of  suit- 
able cargoes  offering  for  P^uropcan  ports, 
and  the  Jornal's  correspondent  is  wrong  in 
basing  Ills  charge  iA  humbug  partly  on  diis 
ground. 

The  fact  seems  undeniable  that  Xew 
York  has  virtually  absorbed  the  whole 
coffee  trade  of  the  United  States  and  when 
cargoes  are  sent  to  other  ports  Uiey  are 
generally  largely,  if  not  eniirelv,  for  Xew 
York  account,  or  at  least  the  tr.iiisactions 
are  consummated  there. 

The  railways  also  permit  ol  such  rapid 
and  certain  distribution,  that  the  trade 
.seems  fixed,  and  although  New  York 
merchants  will  undoubtedly  serve  their 
own  interests  by  sending  coffee  to  New 
Orleans  or  elsewhere,  when  this  is  profitable, 
such  shipments  are  entirely  independent  of 
any  propaganda,  which  Is  as  useless,  as  It  is 
absurd.  Useless,  because  Brazil  coffees 
were  perfectly  well  known  ai  New  Orleans 
before  the  Centro  da  lavuura  e  do  Com- 
mercio  even  was  dreamt  of;  and  absurd,  lor 
New  Yoik  is  nut  to  be  deprived  of  the 
control  of  the  coffee  trade  by   rhetoric  and

It  suffices  lo  observe  l!ie  tables  of  our  com- 
mercial movement,  and  of  onr  exports,  to  under- 
stand how  indispensible  is  it  to  foment  and  lo 
increase  our  agricultural  and  industrial  resources, 
unless  we  are  to  remain  stationary  on  the  road 
of  national  progress,  and  to  be  loaded  down  by 
the  weight  of  our  debt,  already  considerable.

The  annual  report  of  the  director  of  the  Ri)yal 
Botanical  Gardens  in  Ceylon  for  the  year  1S85, 
has  the  following  ob.servalions  on  coffee  cidlivn- 
tion  nn  that  island  r 

It  is  instructive  to  note  that  the  decrease  of  the 
area  under  this  cultivation  still  goes  on.  The 
careful  estimate  just  published  in  the  "Ceylon 
Directory"  gives  the  total  acreage  as  124,707,  a 
decrease  of  50,000  acres  as  compared  with  18S3, 
when  the  last  accurate  statistics  were  made.  Of 
ibis,  64,030  acres  only  are  under  coffee  unmixed 
with  other  crops;  the  remainder  is  coffee  grown 
along  witli  tea,  cinchona,  cacao,  and  destined  to  be, 
at  all  events  in  the  first  ca^e,  entirely  supei.-cd  by 
them. 

It  is,  however,  I  think,  a  mistake  lo  suppose  that 
coffee  cultivation  in  Ceylon  is  an  industry  doomed 
lo  extinction;  on  the  contrary,  it  may  be  expected 
that  the  rapid  diminution  of  the  last  few  years  will 
now  lie  checked.  Bad  and  llioronghly  unprofitable 
coffee  lias  been  now  sacrificed  generally  wiilioni 
scru])le  to  make  way  for  tea;  but  planters  ii.-iiale 
lo  do  away  with  cuifoe  in  betlu'  comlilion,  Iheii 
action  is,  in  my  o|iiiiion,  to  be  encouraged  as  wise,
